The amount of the property belonging to the Mexi¬

can clergy, like every thing else relating to the wealth
of tfiat country, is a good deal exaggerated by the
pcpt.lar imagination, which all the experienee of
the Mexican war has not yet been able to disabuse
thi m of the error of estimating the wealth of that
country by the nature of its principal product for

export.which is silvet.rattier than by the total
aniot nt of all its products. Yet. what ever exag«
geratioi.s there may be as t<» the absolute value of
the Mexican church estate* there can be no doubt
that they bear a very large proportion to the entire
wealth of the state. This circumstance aloue,
according to a law of universal application, would
b ad the j iissessors of such a ruass of property to
take an active part in the politics of the country:
but the Mexican clergy have an additional and still
stronger call lor engaging in politics, and that if,
the existence of a party in the state which regards
the secularization of the ecclesiastical estates as es¬

sential at once to the economical and political re-

generation of the country, and the probability that

any administration over which they did not exer¬

cise a direct and potent influence, or with which,
at least, tbey did not have a gocd understanding,
wou'd tall in with the view* of thi* parry and at¬

tempt to put its scheme* into execution.
In sett ral respects there is a striking analogy

between the relation* of the Mexican clergy to

Mexican politics, and the relations of our

Southern slaveholders to our politic*. Both
are a comparatively small body, holding a

large amount of property; both stand in deadly
t» rrer.the Mexican clergy of the radical party
which advocates the secularization of the church
estates, the Southern slaveholders of the Abolition¬
ists: both believe that their only salvation it in

keeping up au absolute control over their respec e

Natioi al Governments: both are ultra-conser.ati ..'

in their politcal and social idea*, and violently op-
pestd to all innovations: both are indignant at the
idea that anybody should pre-1; me to discuss their
claims, or question tbrir rights. The M \

ican clergy have generally found support
and vimleation of their claims in the standing
army, which is another ti the institutions of Mex¬
ico of a not less questionable character so far a* the
welfare and progress of the country is concerned,
than the church itself: while our slaveholders have
found a no less certain reliance in our great standing
aimy of federal officeholders, whose principal
chiefs have espoused their quarrels and cultivated
their favor, doubtless from much the same selfish
motives ti nt brought Santa Anna into such intimate
relations to the Mexicau clergy.
Tie hi Id, however, which our slaveholder* have

upon the administration of our political affairs if
ii« t less grasping and tenacious, is perhaps les*

steady and reliable than that of Mexican < .. v! - i
astics upon the politics of Mexico. The influence
of the Mexican clergy, not merely their iuflui tM
as proprietors but their influence as priests, per¬
vades every part alike of the Mexican territory,
while with us, howevtr the influence of our slave¬
holder* may have sustained and even aggrandized
it.-- If in the State* in which their property is, it ia

rapidly diminishing in our Northern States, where
churches and tract societies even, a* well as poli¬
ticians, are fast learning to speak to it the Chris¬
tian anathema.Get the behind me, Satan The
M» xican clergy carry with them the entire relig¬
ious ieniiment of that country.for the Mi-xicaus
srhfl are not Catholics at heart as well a* exter¬
nally, have probably no religion at all/whereas
with us, though the beads at.d leaders of our prin¬
cipal religious organization* do not appear to

regard the I.. rt*g u slaveholder as in any way incon¬
sistent with Christian sanctity, yet it is none the
lefs true that the deeper, more fervid, and active

religion as well as moral sentiment of the coun¬

try is every way hostile to the whole institution of
Slavery, whether in the shape of slaveholdiog
merely, or in its inore active form* of slave-buying,
slave-selling, or slave-breeding. There is also
in the nature of the property which is the basis of
the political power of the Mexican clergy, some-

thiLg which gives them a decided advantage over

our analogousclass. That property is principally real
i -ate; it Las us power of locomotion, or of rising
in rebellion against it* pos*>*<sor, nor ii there any
dispute but that it may rightly be a subject of

Africa brought news of the missing steamer Pa¬
nne. The foundation.ami a poor one it is.upon
which the newsboys got up their cry, was the fol-
Owing paragraph from Lloyd's Shipping Litt:

The Fkipwith left St. Johns, Newfoundland, on

the 13th of February. Neither date, latitude nor

longitude, are given to show when or where she
saw the ice, but we may assume that it waa within
a very ft-w days after leaving port. That the
lights seen wore those of the Pacific is barely pos^
sible; but it is quite probable that they belouged
to fime other steamer. The Arago encountered
immense fields of ice on the 22d of February, about
three hundred miles east of St. Johns; on the Ii>rh
of the same month the Atlantic was in contact

w;th ice.probably the same field.about three
hundred miles south of the Newfoundland coast;
the Africa, early in March, wai in the ice near

w here the Arago had seen it. From these and
other reports, it appears that during the month of

February ice covered the ocean for hundreds of
miles, a few degrees east of Newfoundland. Trie

ship Edinburgh reported having seen, on the 7th of
Ft bmary, near the northern boundary of the ice,
some portions ofa wreck which might have belonged
to the deck cabins of the Pacific; and this is all that
we have heard that has even the appearance of

bei in regard to the fate of the Pacific. As the

Skipwith must have seen the lights at night, her
lookout certainly could not know whether the sup¬
posed steamer was in the ice or beyond it; and
w ithout date as to time or place, of course all must
go for surmise. Had we the day and position, we

might possibly "how, from the logs of the steamers
above mentioned, that it was neither of them,
though that would not prove it to have been the
Pacific. It is natural to indulge hope upon the

latest ground, but we fear this is altogether too

OUR FORKIGN RELATIONS.
From Oor Own Corre*7>otid>i-t.

Wasuinotow, April 20, 18G6.
The Government ha* received no dispatches

from Mr. Dallas by the last steamer in regard to
the difficulties between the two countries, nor any
notice from Mr. Crampton that he had received
the answer to Mr. Marey 's demand which has been
so long promised. This delay excites much uneasi¬
ness, and unless it ia soon terminati'd ou the other
side, it may be on this.
At the latest accounts Mr. Dallas had not been

presented to the (>ueon personally, owing to her ab¬
sence at Windsor: but he had been formally recog*
nized by Lord Palmerston, aud was transacting
business at the Foreign Office.
The rumors from htre of the contents of Minister

Wheeler's dispatches are entirely fabric ited. Not
a Kne ha* come from him concerning the recent
hostilities; and indeed, his whole correspondence
has been cut off for months past, owing to the well-
known espionage of the Nicaragua Post-Office.
The Government ha* received no inbdligense of

the appointment of M. Sartige* to Turin. His
withdrawal would be qnite acceptable.

Secretary iNibbin is not going South, as re¬

ported. His voice is seriously affected by broo-

chitis, but he is still able to attend duties.
